President of Argentine Association Comments on Palermo Show 


Palermo marked a new stage in the 

progress of Aberdeen-Angus in Argen- 
tina. With the exception of the highest 
price our breed surpassed all of its previous 
records. And with respect to the two rival 
breeds topped them in average prices receiv- 
ed for 5, 10, 20, 30, 40, 50 and 100 bulls— 
and in the average price on all of the males 
and females sold. 

Five years of consecutive triumphs in 
the greatest live stock show of South 
America permit us to say that the “mochos” 
(Aberdeen-Angus) are definitely establish- 
ed as the live stock preference of the cattle- 
men of this country. The high position 
which the breed has reached, and the con- 
stantly growing demand for high quality 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, are revealing in- 
dications of the fast developing public in- 
terest in the breed. 

The number of now breeders is constant- 
ly increasing. At each public sale the list 
of new breeders making their first acquisi- 
tions is very encouraging. Most of these 
names belong to well known breeders of the 
other breeds of beef cattle. To these must 
be added the smaller, but also important, 
list of people who have but recently entered 
the cattle business and who are making 
sure they get off to the right start. 


When in 1942 Jilman Dunira of Cascade 
28th—who had established the reputation as 
one of the greatest breeding bulls of the 
country—was sold at auction for 72,000 
pesos, there was much talk. Many breed- 
ers of Herefords and Shorthorns believed, in 
good faith, that the price was the result of 
intense rivalry between Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders to out-bid each other to acquire 
him. Or, some said, the price paid was 
based on impulse and breed pride. It did 
not seem conceivable to them that an Aber- 
deen-Angus bull could bring such a sum of 
money. And to think that the sum paid 
was more than had ever been realized for a 
grand champion Shorthorn! Never before 
had such a thing happened at Palermo! 

They tried to abate the enthusiasm of the 
“Aberdeenians” by predicting a failure for 
the breed at the next exposition. Then came 
the show of 1943 and again an Aberdeen- 
Angus received the highest price of all the 
beef breeds! Their tune began to change 
and many strange stories were brought out, 
among them one that the fanatica! breeders 
of the “mochos” had agreed on an unreas- 
onable price to maintain the price level of 
the preceding sale, which itself had been 
the result of a whim. The undoubted result, 
according to these grave censors, was that

the high price being realized on Aberdeen- 
Angus sires had created a fictitious level 
which could not be maintained and which 
would collapse with a crash. 

But again in 1944 an Aberdeen-Angus 
bull sold for the highest price and the breed 
average of 8,101 pesos set an all-time rec- 
ord. By this time the Aberdeen-Angus 
critics began to realize the story in the 
sober eloquence of the sale figures. The 
situation was not a chance occurrence—three 
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times repeated. Rather it was the confirma- 
tion of a new development in Argentina beef 
cattle breeding. 

This was fully confirmed in the exposi- 
tion of 1945, and again in 1946. Aberdeen- 
Angus are well on the road to taking first 
place in the Argentine cattle industry! 

It is now several years since those of the 
other breeds have given up the belief that 
the strong demand and high prices on the 


“mochos” are the results of caprice or 
whims of the enthusiastic Aberdeen-Angus 
supporters. Now they have no doubts. 
Many of these men of other breeds have 
changed to Aberdeen-Angus. They have 
not done so through abuse, or the fanaticism 
which they formerly attributed to their 
rivals. They have changed to Aberdeen-An- 
gus for practical reasons. The natural ad- 
vantages of the Aberdeen-Angus under 
Argentine conditions have made for that 
most potent of all selling points—greater 
monetary returns. 

For those who know the psychology of 
Argentina cattle breeders this was the 
hoped for result—that they would turn 
toward the raising of Aberdeen-Angus 
which had proved their superiority as a beef 
breed. A very native characteristic, which 
is heightened in our Argentine cattlemen, is 
the desire to be first in everything; and 
that our possessions, our estates, anything 
that belongs to us, shall be the best—the 
incomparable. 

Since the Shorthorns and Herefords were 
surpassed again and again by the Aber- 
deen-Angus their breeders must have re- 
flected that the time had come to change 
their direction. They would have to make 
this change in allegiance in order not to be 
behind the breed, which by its better quali- 
ties, was triumphing in all competition with 
their formerly preferred breeds. Partly be- 
cause of that very human weakness—so in- 
tensely characteristic of Argentinians—to 
which to be first in everything, to have the 
best, and because the Aberdeen-Angus have 
proved better animals and of more utility, 
their former preferences have been super- 
seded. Many of these Shorthorn and Here- 
ford men are now devoting themselves to 
the raising of Aberdeen-Angus—to the 
great improvement of the nation’s live 
stock. 

We have shown that the exhibit of 1946 
marked a new stage of improvement of the 
breed. Let us look at the record. In 1945 
were sold 175 bulls and females, in 1946 
there were 189. In 1945 these brought 
1,265,000 pesos and 1,567,000 pesos in 1946, 
the highest price of all the breeds. In 1945 
the average price was 7,436 pesos and in 
1946 the extraordinary figure of 8,245 pesos 
was reached. This average has never been 
attained by any other breed for 181 bulls. 

But there is still more. The 1946 grand 
champion bull was not offered for sale, the 
owner reserving him for service in his own 
herds. So the auction opened with the re- 
serve champion, who brought 97,000 pesos.

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Kochia New Forage Crop 


For Great Plain States; Former Weed nearly Equal to Alfalfa in Feeding Valye 


South Dakota State College ex- 

periment station have shown 
that Kochia, commonly called “burn- 
ing bush” or “fireweed”, and here- 
tofore thought of only as a weed, 
not only produces a satisfactory for- 
age yield but can be successfully 
made into good quality hay. It is 
drouth-resistant, producing an 
abundant leafy growth. 

This plant has been growing wild 
since escaping cultivation as an 
ornamental plant and in some situa- 
tions it may be very aggressive and 
grow to considerable size. It is 
especially noticeable in the fall when 
the plants may be large and coarse. 
Since it is an annual plant, it is 
easily controlled by the prevention 
of seed production. This can be 
done by cultivation or by mowing at 
the pre-bud stage. 

The seed germinates very early in 
the spring over a period of two or 
three months. Small grain and 
corn have been grown in soil which

perimental work was cut when the 
plant was approximately twenty. 
four inches high. It is only when 
the plant has grown very tall and 
becomes hard in the fall that it be. 
comes difficult to cut. 

Important characteristics of 4 
forage are a high protein content 
and a low fiber content. Research 
data shows that: 

1. The protein content of Kochig 
hay is high, ranging from 11% to 
17%. 

2. Kochia hay has a low fiber 
content, ranging from 19.5% to 
28.5%. 

3. The N.F.E. (Nitrogen-Free Ex. 
tract) ranged from 48% to 48%. 

4. The ash content of Kochia has 
been found to be high—from 10% 
to 21%. 

It is not yet known whether the 
higher ash content is a disadvantage, 

Leaf-Stem ratio. 

The leaf-stem ratio of Kochia at 
early hay stage was approximately 
65% leaves and 35% stems. The 
long narrow leaves of Kochia are 
sessile and are resistant to shatter- 
ing in haying and baling operations.

Beef cattle have been produced on Alpine 
Ranch for over forty years. Until rather 
recent years up to 350 head of Herefords 
grazed the mountain pastures of the Rolph 
Ranch. For the past sixteen years the pro- 
duction of Thoroughbred yearlings has also 
been carried on. This project is the busi- 


ness, and hobby, of Mrs. Rolph and she 
ranks as one of the veteran Thoroughbred 
breeders of the west coast. The colts are 
produced for sale as yearlings, rather than 
being trained and raced. 

However, the horned heads of the white- 
face cattle were always a source of worry 
to the Rolphs. Either the Thoroughbreds 
and the cattle had to be kept separate with 
one or the other getting the less desirable, 
or less handy, pasture. Or if they were run 
together there was always the possibility 
of a valuable mare, or foal, getting hooked 
by a pair of sharp horns. 

So the decision was reached that both 
cattle and horses could be run on Alpine 
Ranch if the cattle breed was changed to 
Aberdeen-Angus.

A little more inquiry into the herd pro- 
ducing his herd sire, and some personal ob- 
servation, brought the Californian to the be- 
lief that he could use some females from the 
Kentucky herd. “Here was a herd, handled 
on a practical farm basis over a long period 
of years, which has been producing a good 
dividend for its owners and for those who 
bought cattle from it.

In addition to maintaining and improving 
the herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, Mr. 
Brown intends to conduct various feeding 
experiments on Briarcliff Farms. These 
experiments will be centered around the 
growing of soy beans, and other oil bearing 
seeds, which are to be used, after the oil 
has been extracted, for live stock feeding 
purposes. These experiments are intended 
to develop both the feeding properties of 
the grain and its products, and also its 
adaptability to that section of New York. 


Briarcliff Farms were first established, 
some twenty-five years ago, under the 
ownership of Oakleigh Thorne.

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A Practical BeefCattleBarn 


Provides Maximum Space 
at Minimum Cost 


ITH material beginning to 
trickle through in increased 
volume long-delayed build- 

ing plans on many Aberdeen-An- 
gus farms are now nearing realiza- 
tion. Here are plans and specifica- 
tions for a beef cattle barn which 
is practical for both the pure bred 
and commercial Doddie man. 

Plans for this beef cattle barn 
have been prepared by the agricul- 
tural engineering department of 
the University of Illinois. While 
specifications are for a structure 
with outside dimensions 60 feet 
wide and 90 feet long the length 
can be increased to suit individual 
farm and herd needs. 

As can be seen from the draw- 
ings and floor plan one of the main 
features of this barn is the central 
hay storage space extending to the 
ground level with the cattle fed 
and housed on three sides. Con- 
siderable saving in cost is obtained 
by using the full center of the barn 
for hay as expensive construction 
is eliminated. Hay storage to the 
ground is also especially desirable 
when the crop is chopped as the 
extra weight need not involve extra 
bracing in barns of this type. The 
hay storage space is 24 by 72 feet 
and by using hip roof construction 
a greater depth of feed is possible 
than if a straight roof is used. 
Feed racks around three sides are 
provided in the plans. Hay open- 
ings three by four feet, and located 
every ten feet, make for easy 
handling of this feed. 

While the floor plan shows horse 
stalls in one corner, many builders 
may want to change this for lack 
of horses. Maternity and calf pens 
could be substituted. Or if the 
building was to be used for steers 
the shed floor could be extended to 
the corner without interruption. 
While this type of barn provides 
for the handling of cattle loose it 
would be possible with a little 
planning, to provide for tie space. 

A ten inch concrete wall on a 
fourteen inch concrete base carries 
the weight of the structure. The 
wall and footing should be three 
feet below the surface of the 
ground, (or below frost line), or 
sunk deeper if necessary to reach 
firm soil. A three and one-half 
foot masonry wall is built on top 
of the concrete wall. Al] construc- 
tion above this is wood except that 
the roof may be metal or composi- 
tion. A concrete floor four inches 
thick and resting on a five inch 
sand fill extends over the entire 
floor area, including the mow. Some 
builders may prefer to have the 
mow floor of dirt to save on labor 
and materials. 

Ten foot doors, or openings, are 
provided on three sides to allow for 
cattle, feed wagons or manure 
spreaders. Except for localities 
with very severe climate no doors

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Sterility and the Calf Crop

MORE complete understanding of the 

things which cause sterility, or affect 

the calf crop is desirable. The phrase 
“calf crop” has come into popular usage 
and is generally considered to reflect the 
breeding efficiency of the herd. On many 
ranches the calves born each year consti- 
tute the only source of income, and are act- 
ually “the crop” for that year. 

The problem then is reproductive effi- 
ciency. To judge efficiency, one must have 
a yardstick or standard of measurement 
that can be applied to our herds. In speak- 
ing of cali crops we expect our cows to pro- 
duce a calf each year. Since the gestation 
period is approximately nine months, this 
allows for three months rest, and nine 
months preznancy each year. When a herd 
fails to meet this standard, those respon- 
sible for the breeding performance of the 
herd should become concerned. The degree 
that a herd varies from this standard of 
nine months normal pregnancy per animal 
each year, determines the extent of repro- 
ductive failure. 

The only figures available indicate that 
Oklahoma produces approximately a 70% 
calf crop. This is not too far out of line when 
compared with other southwestern states. 
However, I would like to direct your at- 
tention to the fact that this means operat- 
ing at 70% efficiency. In other words, we 
are wasting a thirty per cent in the opera- 
tion of our breeding herds. 

What are the causes, the factors respon- 
sible for this waste? I will attempt to give 
a broad outline of the conditions which aie 
usually responsible. You should keep in 
mind that the bull is half the heid. Al- 
though the bull is greatly outnumbered in 
the herd, his part is no less important than 
the cow. In fact, infertility, or failure on 
the part of the bull, constitutes a much 
more serious problem than infertility in 
one of the cows. It is of great importance 
that the health of the herd sire be given 
consideration, and that his fertility is of the 
highest character. 

Sound feet and limbs: normal weight and 
flesh; are of utmost importance for the herd 
sire. A lame or crippled bull can seriously 
effect the calf crop. Likewise, an excessive- 
ly fat bull won’t get the job done. The herd 
sire must have vigor. This means he should 
be ambitious, jealous of his position, and 
willing to fight for his rights. Along with 
this, goes good health for both sexes, and 
while it is a temptation to discuss type and 
conformation I must refrain. 

Now, assuming that we have a herd of 
cattle, that are in apparent good health and 
condition, what are some of the hidden 
causes of sterility? 

The four main classifications of sterility 
are: 
(1) Hereditary weakness 
(2) Infectious diseases 
(3) Nutritional deficiency 
(4) Endocrine dis‘unctions 

First of all, I would like to mention he- 
reditary. This applies to both males and fe- 
males, and is usually essociated with in- 
breeding. In other words, there can occur 
a concentration of genes that will result in 
sterility. In some groups, the sterility may 
affect only the males. In other groups, 
only the females show this weakness, while 
in others both males and females will be 
sterile or of lowered fertility. Line breed- 
ing, and even inbreeding certainly are of 
value when used judiciously in the improve- 
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] 
| This article on the prevention of sterility in |

ment of our breeds of cattle. However, we 
must continually be on the lookout to avoid 
the establishment of recessive characters 
that affect the fertility of the offspring. 
We recognize several different types of 
hereditary conditions that result in sterility. 
(1) the deformed calf usually dead at 
birth, but if it suivives is an animal which 
will not breed. Deformities vary in degrees 
from the calf which is so badly deformed 
that it can scarcely be recognized as an 
animal at the time of delivery to a less con- 
spicious deformity within the gential organs 
themselves. (2) Apparently normal ani- 
mals which fail to produce ova or sperm are 


not capable of fertilization and development. | 


Some of you are no doubt familiar with 
discovery of the Rh factor in humans which 
causes death of babies unless given blood 
transfusions. This is an example of an 
hereditary factor that reduces reproductive 
efficiency. 

The second cause of sterility in cattle is 
infectious diseases. Under this heading we 
should include all infections, whether of 
bacterial or parasitic origin. We should 
also include infectious diseases which affect 
the genexal health of the animal, and are 
not necessarily confined to the genital tract. 

Of these, Bang’s Disease or Brucollosis, 
ranks high among factors that pull down 
the reproductive efficiency of the herd. 
Bang’s Disease has |een “cussed and dis- 
cussed” extensively, so I feel there is little 
need of going into detail at the present 
time. I will say, however, that great credit 
is due the Bureau of Animal Industry for 
the development of the Strain 19 calfhood 
vaccination. There are still many barriers 
to be overcome in vaccination, but it has 
been successful in reducing losses in the 
calf crop due to Bang’s Disease. Vaccina- 
tion helps us live with the disease. I am 
hopeful, however, that research and contin- 
ued effort will show us how to eradicate 
this disease, because as long as Brucellosis 
exists in our cattle herds, it will take its toll 
from the calf crop. 

Too often we recognize Bang’s Disease 
as a reaction to a blood test, or as a cause 
of abortion. This symptom of Bang’s Dis- 
ease was responsible for the name Conta- 
gious Abortion being used for many years 
to describe this condition. Actually, Bang’s 
Disease disturbs the reproductive efficiency 
of a herd in more than one way. True, it 
causes cows to abort, usually just once, but 
sometimes two or three times. We must 
think of Bang’s Disease as an infection that, 
in some cases, prevents cows from “getting 
with calf”, and in others, destroys the calf 
before the termination of the novmal sesta- 
tion period. 

Another infection, Trichomoniasis, is 
caused by a small parasite. Trichomoniasis 
is an insidious disease in that it gives the 
herdsman a feeling of false security. Cows 
settle, and then return for service four or 
five months later, often without visible 
signs of having aborted. Trichomoniasis is 
transmitted through contact, and is spread 


by the bull in service. So fa :

There are other infectious diseases wh; 
affect reproductive efficiency, Age 
given descriptive names as cervicities, endo. 
metritis, vaginitis, orchitis, pyometra ete 
indicate that infection or inflammation ex. 
ists at a specific point in the genital tract 
The presence of infection or inflammation 
results in sterility. Possibly I can best ex- 
plain this by reminding you that the first 
step in reproduction consists of combining 
a healthy, live sperm with a normal egg. 
Both are very delicate and can be destroyed 
quite easily. Infections and inflammations 
cause sterility through the destruction of 
the sperm and egg either before or after 


fertilization, depending on the location of. 


the disease. 

The third classification of factors which 
affect the calf crop through sterility in the 
herd, are nutritional deficiencies. It is now 
a recognized fact that efficient reproduc- 
tion depends upon the satisfaction of all 
nutritive requirements. The reduction of 
any particular constituent of the ration to 
minimal or subminimal levels may be the 
occasion for reproductive failure. Such 
dietary elements as calcium, phosphorus. 
iron, cobalt, manganese, protein, energy and 
vitamins, have been shown to be needed for 
successful reproduction. Fortunately, the 
nutritive requirements are met by the usual 
feeding practices in most instances. 

Minerals and vitamins are the principle 
nutritional elements which are scrutinized 
when attempting to determine the cause for 
lowered fertility. Of the minerals, phos- 
phorus is the most common offender. Re- 
production in cattle is disturbed when they 
are pastured on phosphorus-deficient past- 
ures. Since cattle are a roughage-consum- 
ing species, they normally obtain relatively 
large amounts of calcium through the hay 
which they ingest. If they need a mineral 
supplement it is generally additional phos- 
phorus. Cotton seed meal 
phosphorus and therefore serves as a phos- 
phorus supplement. 

It has also been shown with young, grow- 
ing and developing bulls, that a ration of 
corn and timothy hay, which contains 
twenty-eight parts per million of manza- 
nese, while adequate for growth, was inad- 
equate for good quality semen production. 
The same basal ration, plus fifty-two parts 
per million of added manganese, permitted 
the production of normal semen with active 
viable spermatozon. ‘ 

Among the vitamins, a lack of sufficient 
Vitamin A is probably one of the oustand- 
ing causes of sterility among farm animals.

The voice 

an other al of the phone said, “This is H. O. Harrison and 

I should like to have you come over to the Blackstone and have 

breakfast with me, I am anxious to talk with you before I go out 

to the Show.” I thanked him, dressed hurriedly, and walked the 

few blocks from my hotel to the Blackstone, wondering what Mr. 
Harrison wanted to discuss with me. 

Mr. Harrison had already ordered an appetizing breakfast to be 
served in the privacy of his suite. Pieasantly partaking of this, I 
soon learned what was on his mind. It was the purchase of a bull, 
a bull which subsequently proved to be one of the greatest the 
breed has ever produced. 

But before we go on with this story, allow me to introduce Mr. 
Harrison to those of my readers who never had the privilege of 
knowing him. He was one of the most interesting and most color- 
ful men I have ever met in all of my years in the show business. 
His career as an Aberdeen-Angus breeder, although unfortunately 
short, was spectacular from start to finish. He was a natural born 
showman and an apt student of breeding as well. The breed lost 
one of its most enthusiastic and most able supporters when the 
financial crash of the early thirties made it necessary to liquidate 
all of his holdings including his dearly beloved Aberdeen-Angus 


herd.

it was not Mr. Harrison’s Aberdeen-An- 
gus operations that caused his financial 
downfall. Characteristic of his optimism 
and daring, he had spread his resources 
too thinly in many other lines during the 
preceding boom years to withstand the 
crash which carried with it the fortunes 
of thousands, industralists, farmers, and 
live stock breeders alike. Shrewd and 
skillful operator that he was, H. O. 
Harrison was no exception to the de- 
vastation, disappointment, and misery 
that followed in the wake of this most 
terrible economic storm of our history. May the Powers that be 
save us from another such set-back to our Nations progress! 

But on that December morning of 1923, as Mr. Harrison and 
I enjoyed the luxury of breakfast served in his suite in the fash- 
ionable Blackstone Hotel of Chicago, without a thought of darker 
days to come, he was running over with optimism. And his ambi- 
tion to become one of the greatest Aberdeen-Angus breeders of a!l 
time knew no bounds. True, he was only a beginner but he 
was young, had ample means, and two fine ranches in Cali- 
fornia well suited to the operation he had in mind. 

As a Middle-Western farm boy, he had graduated from 
one of the best Agricultural Colleges of that area. For some 
reason he decided against returning to farm life and made 
his way to the Pacific Coast, settling in San Francisco where 
in due time, through his own good business judgment and his 
faith in the future of the West Coast, he acquired a sub- 
stantial fortune. Like many other successful people I have 
known, however, he longed to again become associated with 
the soil and that led him to acquire the two ranches above 
mentioned, both of which were in quite close proximity to 
San Francisco. 


From the foregoing it will be apparent that Mr. Harri- 
son had a background that warranted his understanding of 
the breeding of pure bred live stock. 


I became acquainted with Mr. Harrison shortly after he 
had purchased his first ranch and was trying to decide on 
the breed of beef cattle to put on it. Because of the promin- 
ence of the Hereford in comparison to the scarcely heard of 
Aberdeen-Angus in the West in those days, his preference 
was decidedly in favor of that breed. We had a show herd of 
our Aberdeen-Angus at the old Exposition Grounds at San 
Francisco at the time and had (Please turn to page 107

VIRGINIA CALVES 
—— — SHOWING. 
recapitulation of Virginia feed 

sales shows Aberdeen-Angus out Saal 
according to a report in the January edition 
of The Eastern Breeder. The Virginia sales 
turned 1902 Hereford, 757 Aberdeen-Angus 
and 43 Shorthorn steers during the period, 
Heifer calves included 1765 Herefords, 535 
Aberdeen-Angus heifers and 31 Shorthorn, 

The report shows 20.7 per cent of the 
Aberdeen-Angus steers and heifers graded 
choice and fancy while only 17.1 per cent of 
the Herefords fell in these classes and 148 
per cent Shorthorns. 

Aberdeen-Angus steer and heifer calves 
again topped the other two breeds in dollars 
per hundredweight. In the four grades of 
purebred steer calves, Aberdeen-Angus 
prices per hundredweight were highest and 
Aberdeen-Angus steer calves brought the 
highest average of $100.62 per head. Short- 
horn steer calves averaged $98.99 per head 
and Hereford averaged $97.16 per head. Not 
only did Aberdeen-Angus steers total more 
dollars per pound and per head, but also the 
Aberdeen-Angus heifers. Purebred Aber- 
deen-Angus heifers totaled $89.43 per head 
while Herefords brought $81.43 and Short- 
horns sold at $86.13 per head.

Also in service at the present time Is 
wg Deluxe, sired by Burgess Deluxe, and 
General of Echo, a very outstanding son of 
Echo’s Model. 

The herd consists of sixty-five cows, 
headed by the above named sires. He has 
not deveioped a show herd yet, but hopes 
to do so in the near future. 


The Bottorff Bros. herd of Goshen, Ken- 
tucky, was founded in 1922 with only five 
cows and one bull. This foundation stock 
was purchased from Longview Stock Farm, 
Shepherdsville, Kentucky. Pauline of Long- 
view, Pride of Grassmere 2d and Solome of 
Longview, mated to Black Judy Sir, were 
kept until quite old. The other two cows 
were soon eliminated. 

Several years later they bought Earl of 
Grassmere and mated him to Black Judy 
Sir’s daughters. This breeding was very 
satisfactory. 

They kept Black Judy Sir and Earl of 
Grassmere as long as they were useful 
breeders. 

Revolution General was the next bull 
added. He was lost after a short time 
through a Bang test, so there were very 
few calves by him. The next bull purchas- 
ed was Land o’ Goshen Bugler from Land 
o’ Goshen Farm, Goshen, Kentucky. He 
was not kept long. 

Heading the herd now are Rosemere’s 
Conqueror and Ballindalloch Blackbird 4th 
They have kept the most promising heifers, 
now numbering seventy-five registered cows 
and heifers. ‘These mated to the two herd 
bulls mentioned are giving very satisfac- 
tory results. 

They are retaining two young bulls from 
this mating. All but the most outstanding 
bull calves are steered and fed for the fat 
cattle show in Louisville, Kentucky. 

In the twenty years that Bottorff Bros. 
have shown at Louisville they have been 
awarded eighteen first prizes and two sec- 
onds in adult car load lots. In addition, 
they have had seconds and thirds along with 
these higher places. They have also won 
first prizes for the best single steer from 
the prize car load lots. In 1929 they had 
the grand champion car load lot. of the en- 
tire show. This record gives them a very 
good market for their surplus heifers. 


The Sylvan Heights Farm herd, J. Wor- 
den Wells & Son owners, Owensboro, Ken- 
tucky, was founded in 1924, and their cat- 
tle were recorded in the name of Emmett 
Wells & Son. After Emmett Wells’ death 
in April 1928, a good part of the herd was 
dispersed, but. twenty-four of the select 
cows were transferred to the present own- 
ers, J. Worden Wells and Son, Ewing.

liuarry Dean Roberts, of Lewisport, Ken- 
ivucky. These cows seemed to have largely 
origimated from eastern Kentucky herds 
iat were operated some forty years ago by 
weissengers and C, E. Marvin. In 1934 
Ilve cows were added from Mr. M. T. 
Minor’s herd, Lynnwood. These have to a 
large measure been responsible for the 
greatest improvement in the herd. Also, 
two cows trom Dr. Fitts herd at Gallatin, 
‘Tennessee, were brought in later. In 1938, 
ir. Weils attended the Congdon & Battles 
dispersion sale and bought tnree bred heif- 
ers, Pride of Rosemere 501st, Blackbird of 
Kosemere 212th and Queen of Rosemere 
289th. Tiey have been good producers and 
seem to have strengthened the herd. How- 
ever, their first calves, sired by Blackmere 
195th, were sold to Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
Holliday, of Uppervilie, Virginia. 

The bulls used in this herd have largely 
been either of McHenry or Congdon & Hat- 
tles breeding. Blackcapmere 163d, bought 
in Congdon & Battles dispersion sale by 
Powhatan Hawes, Maceo, Kentucky, is now 
in service. Also, Bar Marshall 10th of 
Lynnwood, bred by Mr. M. T. Minor, Dan- 
ville, Kentucky, is being used. He is by 
Broadus Blackmar 4th and from the old cow 
Barbara McHenry 5l1st, by Ear] Marshall 
183780, 

Aside from the families mentioned, both 
McHenry Blackcap, Barbara, Pride of Aber- 
deen, and Hisa Trojan Erica are represented. 

J. Wordon Wells, the present senior mem- 
ber of the firm, gives much of the credit 
for the improvement of the herd to his 
father, Emmett Wells. He states, “Even 
though this herd was not founded until 
some years after he retired and moved to 
the city, it was probably through his cour- 
age and faith in the business and similar 
admonition long preached by the old Breed- 
ers’ Gazette the foregoing was possible. 

“Father was an old time beef cow man. 
Few of his kind are left. He became en- 
thusiastic in admiration for the Aberdeen- 
Angus and on different occasions expressed 
his regret for not having an opportunity to 
observe the merits of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle early in life. However he lamented the 
passing of the big steer and never com- 
pletely fell for so called Baby Beef.” 

Mr. Wells states further, “While there 
hasn’t been anything outstanding connected 
with the work in hand, we have bred and 
sold some good cattle, and by this means 
have come in contact with many fine peo- 
ple. “There has been some work and plenty 
of disappointment. As a whole the breed- 
ing of Aberdeen-Angus cattle has been 
pleasant and profitable. Probably our great- 
est contribution to the beef is in placing this 
work in the hands of others who seem 
destined to carry on and in time may ac- 
complish more.” 


TENNESSEE 


The neighboring state of Tennessee has 
also made generous contribution to the 
cause of modern stock breeding in America. 
At least two herds of Aberdeen-Angus that 
have attained national reputation are credit- 
ed to Tennessee—those of Hobart Ames and 
Dr. J. I. Huggins. Mr. Ames, of North 
Easton, Massachusetts, bought a tract of 
some 20,000 acres near Grand Junction, in- 
tended primarily as a game preserve, but in 
1913 he decided to engage in cattle raising 
as an important factor in the restoration of 
soil that had been impoverished by long con- 


tinued growing of cotton. He chose the 
Aberdeen-Angus and made his first pur- 


chase at a Chicago International sale in . 


the year mentioned. This lot included 
twenty-three females and two bulls, repre- 
senting leading herds of that period. They 
were choice specimens of such historic fam- 
ilies as Blackbirds, Ericas, Prides and Queen 
Mothers. The prize winning bull, Egerton 
W., by Black Woodlawn, out of an imported 
dam, was bought from Woodcote Farm, 
Ionia, Michigan and turned out a fortunate 
selection. His get were recognized at the 
shows and in breeding programs as particul- 
arly desirable; probably his best son being 
Ames Plantation Beau, International grand 
champion of 1917. Placed in service he 
gave a grand account of himself as a sire. 
One of his daughters was junior champion 
female at Chicago in 1923. Mr. Ames con- 
siders however that his greatest contribution 
was the bull Ames Plantation Parthbeau, 
first prize winner in his class for three 
successive Internationals, and sold to F. F. 
Peabody, Santa Barbara, California, Before 
he was shipped he served a few of the 
breeding cows, one of which produced Ames 
Plantation Elpabeau, a bull that became an 
International winner and was then placed 
in active service. One of the great produc- 
ing dams of the herd was Blackbird of 
Woodcote, bred by Dwight Cutler. She was 
by Undulato Blackbird Ito, of B. R. Pierce 
production and became the mother of Ames 
Plantation Beau and Parthenie 4th, that not 
only dropped Ames Plantation Parthbeau, 
but Ames Plantation Pollyanna and other 
top heifers. Then there was Blackbird 133d 
that contributed several prize winners and 
valuable additions to the breeding herd. 

In 1917 an importation was made, and at 
the Carpenter & Ross sale of 1920 in Chi- 
cago, Mr. Ames bought the imported cow, 
Erica of Maisemore, of the late J. J. Crid- 
lan’s breeding. She had a fine bull calf at 
foot, Eric 3d of Maisemore, that was used 
later with good results. This Cridlan cow 
was regarded as probably the best of the 
imported females in the herd. Two other 
cows which Mr. Ames regarded highly were 
Hilldale Pride 9th and 13th. These were 
half-sisters, bought from J. S, Caldwell & 
Sons, Chillicothe, Ohio. The fact is that 
from the Pride family came possibly the 
best of the Ames show cattle. 

Other breeding cows were purchased from

Politics in the Cow Business or Aberdeen-Angus sales. In the mean 


Lifting the ban on the entrance of cattle 
from Mexico into the United States just 
prior to the November elections has proved 
to be a rather costly enterprise in so far as 
the United States are concerned. At the 
time the proposition was being discussed in 
Washington the cattlemen of these United 
States, remembering 
well what transpired 
at the time foot-and- 
mouth disease gain- 
ed a foothold on the 
West Coast some 
years ago, raised 
their voices in pro- 
test, telling the ad- 
ministration what 
might well happen. 
Regardless of results 
that must be of 
record relative to the 
West Coast scourge, 
the ban was lifted 
and some _ 200,000 
head of cattle were 
permitted to enter 
the United States 
according to reports. ; 
While the chance was taken under the guise 


of doing something to relieve the MEAT’ 


SHORTAGE, the JOURNAL doubts very 
much whether by the time those cattle are 
ready for market that the effort was worth 
the chance and the accruing cost to the 
people of this Nation. 


In addition to the constant vigil that will 
necessarily have to be maintained over the 
200,000 head which were scattered from the 
ports of entry into clean areas in this 
country, it is estimated unofficially that 
more than $100,000,000.00 in -addition to 
assigning a large corps of top veterinarians 
to Mexico to assist our neighbor corral the 
disease will have to be put up by the United 
States treasury. Where will this hundred 
million hard dollars come from? Quite a 
pleasant situation—what could have been 
the real purpose in exposing the cattle 
business in this country ? 


The Blizzard 


The mid-west has just experienced one of 
the worst blizzards in years, cold, snow, and 
high winds blocked highways and railways, 
stranding people wherever they might hap- 
pen to be when the roads filled and stopped 
traffic, until such time as the operating 
units might clear the highways and railways 
for renewed traffic. Telephone and tele- 
graph lines were down all over the country, 
some of them are not yet in working order 
as the forms close for this issue. The situa- 
tion created a jam in the mail service re- 
sulting in great stacks of mail coming in 
immediately when things began to move.

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HE rapidity with which the foot- 

and-mouth disease has spread in 
Mexico is exceeded only by quick 
alarm that spread among American 
live stock men and the Department of 
Agriculture. 

Existence of the disease over a ma- 
jor portion of Central Mexico, offi- 
cials agree, constitutes the greatest 
threat in more than 100 years to U. S. 
growers of cattle, sheep and hogs. 

Dr. S. O. Fladness, assistant chief 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
returned from an inspection trip in 
Mexico frankly pessimistic of chances 
of keeping the disease out of this 
country. Others in the BAI concur in 
his opinion. 

Secretary of Agriculture Clinton 
Anderson and heads of other U. S. 
agencies have promised that “every 
possible step will be taken to seal off 
the infected area and eradicate the 
disease.”” Success, however, will de- 
pend in a large measure on the extent 
of cooperation from the Mexican gov- 
ernment. 

The delay in getting started is a 
handicap which not even the fullest 
cooperation between the two nations 
may be able to overcome. The disease 
never has yet been stopped after it 
has gained as much headway as in 
Mexico. 

By early February the existence of 
the disease in eight Mexican states 
had been officially confirmed. An 
estimated 2,000,000 head of cattle and 
hogs are said to be within the infected 
area. 


The first comprehensive survey of 
the area already infected was made 
by an Animal Industry Subcommis- 
sion, comprising representatives of 
Mexico and the United States, late in 
January. The report of the Subcom- 
mission was not comforting to Ameri- 
can live stock growers. 

“The disease has already become so 
widespread,” the Subcommission re- 
ported, “as to constitute a grave 
danger to the livestoek industries in 
Mexico, the United States, and other 
countries.” . 

The facilities of Mexico alone were 
said to be “insufficient to cope suc- 
cessfully with the disease which con- 
stitutes an international problem.” 
Unofficial estimates are that the 
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United States will have to contribute 
more than $100,000,000.00 in addition 
to assigning a large number of top 
veterinarians to Mexico. 

The Subcommission drew up a Six- 
point program for international co- 
operation in eradicating the disease. 
Points in the program are: 

1. Sealing of Zone 1, comprising 
the known areas of infection, to pre- 
vent movement of live stock into or 
out of it. 

2. Methodical disposal of all suscep- 
tible animals in the infected or ex- 
posed herds, followed by thorough 
disinfection of the premises. 

3. Orderly movement to __ local 
slaughterhouses within Zone 1 of 
animals not yet affected or entirely 
recovered. 

4. Immediate destruction of wild 
cloven-hoofed animals, including wild 
hogs, in Zone 1 and adjacent areas. 

5. Joint establishment of a _ re- 
search organization within the affect- 
ed zones. 

6. Establishment of a Foot-and- 
Mouth Disease Board with full au- 
thority to carry out joint agreements 
for planning and _ executing the 
eradication program, 


The circumstances surrounding the 
entrance of the foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease into Mexico have angered U. S. 
officials, but have not affected their 
determination to push _ eradication 
measures. 

A shipment of 326 Brazilian bulls 
was brought into Vera Cruz last May 
in violation of a U. S.-Mexican treaty. 
A quarantine closing the border was 
in effect from June until lifted just 
before the November U. S. election. 


-Early in November Mexican 
veterinarians discovered that the 
foot-and-mouth disease was prev- 
alent near Vera Cruz. They 
concealed this fact from the 
United States while nearly 200,- 
000 head of cattle moved across 
the border. It was late Decem- 
ber before U. S. officials learned 
of the outbreak and again closed 
the border. 


Because international diplo- 
macy was involved and diplo- 
mats move slowly, it was more 
than a month later that the first 


specific steps for control 
disease were taken. “> 


American cattlemen moved much 


more rapidly. By the first " 
January they were here Pig ate 
pounding Agriculture Department 
and State Department desks and de. 
manding that officials move rapidly 

Largely as a result of their efforts, 
the Agriculture Department hag or. 
ganized its manpower and equipment 
in readiness to eradicate promptly, jy 
cooperation with the states, any cases 
of the disease should it gain entrance 
to the United States. 


The Agriculture Departments’ By. 
reau of Animal Industry will divide 
its efforts between combatting the 
foot-and-mouth disease in Mexico and 
an expanded campaign against 
Brucellosis in this country. 

Recognizing Brucellosis as an ip- 
creasingly serious problem, Dr. Abner 
Kutler of the BAI’s Tuberculosis 
Eradication division is spearheading a 
campaign for increased State and 
Federal cooperation. 

In instructions recently sent to 
field workers engaged cooperatively 
with State authorities, Dr. Kutler 
emphasized the importance of clean- 
ing up and disinfecting the premise 
following removal of reactors. 

He suggested that blood tests be 
made annually of the entire herd, and 
adult reactors removed as soon as 
vaccinated replacements become 
available. When retention of reactors 
is deemed necessary, calf vaccination 
between 6 and 8 months of age should 
be practiced, Dr. Kutler said. 

He discounted vaccination of calves 
as a sure preventative, asserting that 
up to 5 per cent may be expected to 
become reactors 18 months later. 
Severe exposure sometimes  ovel- 
comes resistance induced by vaccina- 
tion, he said.

of Perinthian, as above mentioned. This 
was the highest priced bull of any breed 
ever imported and as he proved to be a 
great sire, and lived until 1937, dying at the 
age of seventeen years, his plucky buyer 
apparently had full opportunity to realize 
upon his enterprise. Perinthian in fact was 
active and potent up to a few weeks before 
his death. At the present time Dr. Huggins 
is using upon his herd of one hundred and 
twenty-five head (all now of his own breed- 
ing), one of Perinthian’s grandsons, Batun- 
ian 4th of F. B., and two great-grandsons, 
Erinthian 5th of F. B. and Erinthian 8th of 
é y all rich in Idolmere and Perinthian 

ood. 

In the summer of 1928 Dorman came 
home after graduation from University 
of Tennessee and took over active manage- 
ment of the cattle business and has been 
responsible for the management ever since. 
Dr. Huggins has had only advisory con- 
nection in regard to the cattle. 

For some years showing was abandoned, 
but in 1937, a small herd was put upon the 
circuit. Ettar 14th of F. B. won her class 
and was junior champion wherever shown 
that year, with one exception. She won her 
class and was junior champion at Ohio State 
Fair, Maryland State Fair and all through 
the south. In February 1939 she was shown 
at South Florida State Fair and the Gas- 
parilla Carnival and was made grand chan- 
pion female, defeating the junior champion, 
of the 1938 International.

At the Congdon & Battles sale five daugh- 
ters of Prizemere 32d were obtained. These 
with three open heifers cost an average of 
$896.00, with a top of $1725.00. Then, in 
the spring of 1989, the top female in Judge 
Fullerton’s sale, a daughter of Pride 17th 
of Sunbeam, dam of the International grand 
champion bull of 1938, Black Prince of Sun- 
beam, was purchased. From Ames Plan- 
tation was bought a two year old show heif- 
er, and at the Garrett Tolan sale of June 
19th, 1939, the four top females fell to 
Hardwick Farms’ bidding for a total of 
$10600.00. This great quartette included 
Blackcap Tolan 61st at $3050.00, Blackberry 
74th at $3000.00, the Chicago grand cham- 
pion of 1938, Estamere at $2500.00, and 
Blackcap Tolan 60th at $2050.00. In 1941 
Erianna B. 2d the 1940 International fe- 
male was purchased in the Brown Sale for 
$5200.00. 


At the head of this attractive aggregation 
of females stands Prizemere 364th, by 


Queenmere 70th, out of the International 
champion, Pride of Rosemere 67th. This 
bull stood second as a summer yearling at 


Chicago in 1935. One of his sons, out of a 
McHenry Barbara dam bought from Mr. 
Hugh McWhorter, has been chosen to assist 
his sire in service. In 1940 Eileenmere 
298th 539559, a son of the grand champion 
Eileenmere 85th and the top selling bull at 
auction for that year was purchased from 
J. Garrett Tolan and is doing splendid 
service in the herd.

_ F. McKenny, treasurer of the 
Pre Aberdeen-Angus Breeders As- 
ociation, King City, Missouri, bought his 
first pure bred cattle about 1906 and there- 
after kept registered bulls, but never re- 
corded any cattle until about 1920, In 1919 
he bought three registered heifers from 
White Brothers, Perry, lowa, one of them 
being a Ballindalloch Blackbird, Black Lass 
W., and there are some females of that 
preeding in the herd now. The next cattle 
bought were in the Wilcox dispersion sale 
at Muscotah, Kansas, and among them was 
Blackeap of Clover Leaf 5th with Blackcap 
of Fairfield, at foot, sired by Blackcap Poe. 
Blackcap of Fairfield was a capital breeder 
and gave Mr. McKenny a good start. 


He surmises that the best cattle he 
bought at any time were from Baird & 
Stoner, of North English and South Eng- 
lish, Iowa. They imported some wonderful 
cattle and of the imported cows Mr. Mce- 
Kenny got Erithia of Harviestoun, Edina 
9d of Kildrummy and a cow that was im- 
ported in dam, Elmaretta English. He also 
bought from them Blackcap Blackie 3d, the 
dam of Jimmie, grand champion steer at 
Chicago in 1980. He was sired by Bandolin, 
a bull that was bought from the late P. J. 
Donohoe, of Holbrook, Iowa. In 1930 Mr. 
McKenny had the grand champion steer at 
Denver. He was out of Blackcap Galbraith 
of Algona, Iowa, and his sire was Ennoble 
Elba bred by P. J. Donchoe. The McKenny 
herd now includes one hundred and thirty- 
three breeding cows. In recent years cat- 
tle from this herd have been sold to Vir- 
ginia, Alabama, Oklahoma, Iowa and In- 
diana besides supplying a local trade. 


The Robert Larmer herd at Maryville, 
Mo. was established about 1913 with the 
purchase of some registered cows from Dr. 
McCulloch, of Humeston, Iowa, but these 
were gradually disposed of and replaced 
with higher grade cattle. One of the founda- 
tion cows that proved to be an exceptional- 
ly good breeder was an Enchantress Erica, 
Shenandoah: Elizabeth. 3d, purchased from 
Mr. Auracher. Another purchase in earlier 
years was Eone Elliott. An Elba cow add- 
ed was Elmland Elba 8th, from Wilkinsons, 
that traced back to the Glencarnock Elbas. 
This group of Elbas has. proved exceptional- 
ly satisfactory. 

The one cow however that probably did 
most to put the herd on the map was im- 
ported Bandy Maid of Tullochgribban. She 
was sired by Evince of Ballindalloch. Her 
first three calves were heifers and as a re- 
sult there is in the herd quite a large num- 
ber of Miss Burgesses and they have been 
distributed throughout a number of the 
better herds in Iowa, Illinois and Missouri. 
Whenever sold in the Illinois sales they 
have been right at the top as have also the 
Elbas. In two or three of the Mercer Coun- 
ty sales during the last three years, cows 
from this herd have brought top prices. 
The imported Miss Burgess cow lived to be 
nineteen years old. More recent purchases 
include the Juana Erica cow, Juara Erica 
16th, from Maas Brothers, also Elba Elben

INTERNATIONAL ADOPTS AGE 
CLASSIFICATION FOR SINGLE STEERS. 


Important changes in the steer classes of 
the 1947 International Live Stock Exposition 
are announced by the management of the 
show, which will be held in the International 
Amphitheatre at the Chicago Stock Yards 
November 29th to December 6th. 

All individual steers will be classified by 
age rather than by weight, as heretofore. 

According to Henry W. Marshall, of 
Lafayette, Indiana, President of the Inter- 
national, the action is taken in order to bet- 
ter recognize the important profit factor of 
weight for age in beef production. 

In the case of range produced calves, 
where the exact date of birth is not known, 
exhibitors will be permitted to enter animals 
under the month of birth. 

The new classification will apply to the 
Junior Live Stock Feeding Contest as well 
as to the open steer classes of the show. It 
will not affect the present classification of 
the carlot contests in which carloads of fat 
steers will continue to be shown in three 
weight divisions. 

Under the new plan, the 1947 Internation- 
al steer classification will be as follows: 

Junior Yearlings—steers born from Janu- 
ary Ist, 1946 to April 30th, 1946; Summer 
Yearlings—steers dropped from May Ist, to 
August 31st, 1946; Senior Calves—from 
September Ist to November 30th, 1946; and 
Junior Calves, steers born on or after De- 
cember Ist, 1946.

The symptom of Vitamin A deficiency that 
we are particularly concerned with in the 
field of reproduction is that of abortion. In 
order to avoid the effects of Vitamin A de- 
ficiency in reproduction, bright green rough- 
age less than a year old, must be used. _ 

vitamin C—it has been shown that Vita- 
min C is closely related to successful re- 
production. Its presence is helpful in main- 
taining fertility in the bull, as well as in the 
cow. it appears to stimulate the produc- 
tion of high quality semen with actively 
motile sperm and to be necessary in ample 
amounts for certain early phases of preg- 
nancy. There is a very close tie-up be- 
tween Vitamin A and Vitamin C, and it 
has been shown that animals with ample 
stores of Vitamin A are less likely to suffer 
from Vitamin C deficiency. 

Vitamin E—it is most unfortunate that 
the descriptive phrase “the anti-sterility 
vitamin” was given to Vitamin E, Experi- 
mental work with this vitamin was carried 
out on the rat, but the results do not apply 
to farm animals. We can say that Vitamin 
E is an ineffective supplement for the cor- 
rection of sterility in the bull or the cow. 

The fourth, and last main classification 
of disturbances that prevent normal repro- 
duction, is endocrines, disfunction, These 
endocrines or hormones are extremely diffi- 
cult to describe, and the disabilities which 
result from their lack, or from their excess, 
are not clearly defined. The master gland, 
the one that controls all of our functions, 
including reproduction, is the pituitary 
gland, located at the base of the brain. Se- 
cretations from this gland bring about the 
normal changes in the ovary and testicle 
that lead to normal reproduction. Subse- 
quently, endocrines secretated by the ovary 
cause changes in the uterus, that promote 
and safeguard the fertilized ova. Later on, 
In pregnancy, endocrines secreted by the 
placenta balance the effect of the endocrines 
of the pituitary gland and ovary through 
the entire gestation period. This is a very 
delicate mechanism and it is remarkable 
that it stays in balance as well as it does. 

As mentioned previously, here is a case of 
too much, or too little, being too bad, and 
for this reason, I want to caution against 
the indiscriminate use of glandular prod- 
ucts in an attempt to correct reproductive 
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failure. Fortunately, endocrine sterility 
usually occurs in individual cases. If it 
occurs in your herd sire, the problem is ex- 
tremely serious. One or two _ individual 
cows, however, can be given the careful 
attention and treatment required without 
disrupting your entire breeding program.

I was surprised in two ways, first, that 
the owner of the bull in question, Blackcap 
Revolution, would part with him and, sec- 
ond, that Mr. Harrison, with his modest 
little herd of females, would consider pay- 
ing that price, so before answering, I said, 
“Are you sure the bull is for sale?” “Here 
is proof” he said taking a telegram from 
his pocket and handing it to me, from which 
I read the quotation of a price of $15,000.00 
from Mr. J. D. McGregor, of Brandon, 
Manitoba, Canada, the owner. 

I had seen this great bull go up to the

may be needed on the east and south ex- 
posures. Head room in the shed section 
nearly nine feet from floor to ties, will pro- 
vide enough space for the operation of most 
mechanical manure loaders. It will be no- 
ticed that the corners of the feed racks are 
cut off to allow clearance for turning a 
wagon or spreader. Space above the cattle 
can be slatted to provide for a straw loft 

Plans provide for an eight foot door at 
floor level, on the mow end of the barn 
This makes for easier handling of baled 
straw or hay. This is in addition to the 10 
by 12 foot hay mow door. This end of the 
barn also provides for the feed storage 
room. It is 10 by 12 feet with a heighth of 
sixteen feet and roofed over. 

This plan, No. 445, is available from the 
College of Agriculture, University of Illi- 
nois, with working drawings and blue prints, 
at a nominal cost.

This was especially apparent in the fall 
of 1944 when Kochia and alfalfa were baled 
from the stack at Highmore, South Dakota. 
In the baled Kochia only a few leaves had 
been broken from the plant, whereas in 
alfalfa most of the leaves had been con- 
centrated in the lower part of the bale. 

Retention of leaves. 

In the several plantings of Kochia, it has 
been found that the leaves stay green and 
produce dense shade from the profuse 


growth of a single plant or by the closely 


spaced plants in a solid seeding. In 1945 
the leaves of Kochia remained green to the 
base of the plants in late September when 
the plants were five feet tall in a close 
drilled seeding. This offers the further 
possibility of dense shade which may be use- 
ful in subduing undesirable plants. 
Drouth Resistance. 

Kochia has been observed to grow well in 
situations of limited or low moisture. 
Though this plant is distributed throughout 
the country, its drought-resistance is 
an especially desirable characteristic in a 
forage plant for the Great Plains region.

Portions 
of several close-drilled plots were harvest- 
ed for seed in 1945 at Brookings and High- 
more, and yielded at the rate of 1500 and 
1450 pounds per acre respectively. 

Following preliminary experiments that 
showed the animals would consume Kochia 
hay, subsequent studies on palatability were 
made in 1943-45. Wethers were used in 
these 1943 tests and fed free choice, Kochia, 
brome and western wheatgrass hay in a 
slatted feed rack. Western wheatgrass was 
not eaten during the fifteen day period when 
the Kochia, brome and western wheatgrass 
were offered free choice. 


In the 19414 and 1945 trials Kochia hay 
was compared with alfalfa hay, using 
wethers in each lot. Palatability of Kochia 
compared to alfalfa was .9 to 1. 

Digestibility trials of Kochia were run 
during 1943, three wethers being fed 
Kochia hay ard three alfalfa hay. In- 
dividual pens four feet by eighteen feet 
were provided with a feed box in one end. 

: Water was available and changed morning 
and evening. After a preliminary feedins

were conducted in much the same manner 
in 1945, with the feces collected in_ a feces 
sack with a harness arrangement. Wethers 
were fed for fifteen days and the data from 
the last ten days used in the calculations. 
At end of the first run the feeds were 
transposed. 

The average for two feeding trials show- 
ed the protein digestibility for Kochia to be 
65.23% and 66.22% for the alfalfa which 
was used. The digestibility of crude fiber 
in Kochia was 51.54% and 59.08% for the 
alfalfa. Kochia hay was nearly equal to 
alfalfa hay in total digestible nutrients, be- 
ing 58.267 for alfalfa and 57.28% for 
Kochia. Nutritive ratio for the alfalfa was 
1:5.06 (one part protein, 5.06 parts carbo- 
hydrates) and for Kochia, 1:5.4. 

Digestibility of second cutting. 

In a single feeding trial with the second 
crop of Kochia, the wethers consumed an 
average of fifteen per cent less second 
growth of Kochia hay than alfalfa hay. The 
central stem of the Kochia was very hard 
and sharp, especially where it was cut when 
the first crop was harvested. The three to 
six side branches which grow from this sec- 
tion of the axis were fine but not as leafy 
as the first crop. The hay wag palatable, 
but the wethers had difficulty eating the 
coarse central stem. This introduced a 
mechanical difficulty since each branch had 
to be eaten separately and chewed off the 
central stem. This factor is believed to be 
responsible for the lower intake of second 
growth Kochia rather than a lower palat- 
ability.

Some of the best range feed on the Rolph 
ranch is supplied by two native plants— 
tilaree and bur-clover. Both are annuals 
which begin to green up with the winter 
rains and end their period of maximum use- 
fullness in May. Rye grass and fescue are 
also valuable forage plants. Because of the 
range season cows are bred to calve from 
November 15th on through December and 
January. 

On the lower pastures of the ranch an ex- 
tensive forage improvement is on. Through 
pasture mixtures, and irrigation, more sum- 
mer feed will be supplied when the upland 
ranges turn brown. Here birdsfoot trefoil, 
Chilean alfalfa, fescue, rye grass, orchard 
grass and Harding grass is the mixture. 
Ten cows have been bred for June calves 
and these cows will run on irrigated pasture. 
However, Mr. Rolph belives that for his 
show herd it may be necessary to buy the 
calves dropped in the summer months, 
vacher than try to raise them.

A pure bred, and a good 
is Doddie foster mother won a num- 
ber of blues and purples and some $500.00 
in cash premiums while on the 1946 circuit. 
And speaking of nurse cows it is probable 
that Alpine Ranch is one of the few herds 
in the country using Aberdeen-Angus cows 
as foster mothers for Holstein heifer calves. 
Not far from an intensive dairy section 
serving the San Francisco-Oakland area Mr. 
Rolph has access to newly born dairy heifer 
calves at a very nominal figure. These dairy- 
men do not save calves and buy all of their 
replacements. Aberdeen-Angus cows with 
top calves have their progeny turned over 
to the nurse cows. These Doddie cows in 
turn get two of the little dairy “orphans 
to raise. The heifers so developed are kept 
until close to calving and are then re-sold 
to dairy farmers. Currently these heifers, 
bred to Aberdeen-Angus bulls, command 
from $225.00 to $250.00 a head. The fact 
that their crossbred calves are considerably 
more valuable on the market than are 
straight dairy calves also helps the sale of 
the springing heifers. When Alpine Ranch 
was visited there were between thirty and 
forty dairy heifers on hand, quite a number 
of them close to calving. : 
Assisting the senior herd sire, Barbarian 
of Hill Crest 13th, is Prince Sunbeam 82d, 
a son of old Black Prince of Sunbeam, This 
bull was acquired in the Bowdish Brothers 
dispersion sale in Kansas.

This established a record price at Palermo 
for animals which had not reached the 
highest honor in their own breed. 

In the history of the expositions of the 
Rural Argentinian Society there is no rec- 
ord of the grand champion female ever hav- 
ing been sold at auction. This precedent 
was established when the owner of the prize 
animal of an early show refused to sell be- 
cause of the low prices then prevailing for 
females. But it was an honor reserved for 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed to shatter this 
record and establish a new pattern in 1946. 
“La Celina,” owner of the champion heifer 
and the reserve, received a price of 24,000 
pesos each in the auction. This set a new 
record in the Argentine for females of any 
beef breed.

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Examination of the real status of the 
Aberdeen-Angus built up the last five years 
in the exhibits at Palermo permits us to 
predict the future course of the breed. 
Whether we wiil be able, or not, to set the 
highest average prices in the future is not 
the most important thing. Rather it is the 
fact that great interest has been awakened 
among cattle breeders and that this rapidly 
expanding interest will push Aberdeen-An- 
gus to the foremost position in Argentina. 
The only uncertainty is how many years it 
will take to establish this over-all superior- 
ity in numbers. Many authorities, previous- 
ly, have talked of twenty-five years. But 
today some of these same authorities are 
beginning to shorten that period in view of 
the notable results of the recent expositions. 

One thing is certain. The Aberdeen-An- 
gus are not going down hill—they are gain- 
ing ground in every country where they 
have been established. Their progress is 
being made solely on their incomparable 
quality. Therefore they will continue to 
advance. 

Now we are going to check the sales of 
all three breeds at Palermo in the five year 
periods 1936-40 and the period of 1941-45 
apart from the 1946 average. These figures 
show an unmistakable trend when analyzed.

During the five years 1936-1940, the 
Shorthorns had 69.30% of the total of the 
prices realized by the three breeds of beef 
cattle, (54.22% more than the Aberdeen- 
Angus) and the Herefords had 15.62% 
(0.54% more than the Aberdeen-Angus). But 
in the five years 1941-1945, statistics 
changed greatly: the sale of Shorthorns was 
reduced to 28.61%, lowering that of the 
Herefords which the Aberdeen-Angus sur- 
passed by 8.74%. 

This can be explained, also, by saying 
that while in the last five year period men- 
tioned, the Shorthorns increased the volume 
of their sales by 101.92% and the Here- 
fords by 190.90%, the Aberdeen-Angus in- 
creased theirs by 348.06%. 

Analyzing the economic results of the 
Sixtieth National Exposition of Stock rais- 
ing (year 1946), we see that the progress 
of the Aberdeen-Angus is still more marked.

That means that in the year 1945 the 
Aberdeen-Angus diminished the difference 
that the Shorthorns used to have to only 
8.95%; and increased the advantage of 
10.80¢ which they had over the Herefords 
to 13.86%. In other words, while the Short- 
horn breed diminished its sales 5.86% of 
the value realized in 1945, and the Here- 
fords bettered them 1.40%, the Aberdeen- 
Angus increased theirs 4.46%. 

Let us insist in showing, that by reason 
of superior rank, these figures which reveal 
the auspicious development which our cattle 
raising is undergoing during the last years, 
must be analyzed from all points of view.

“Incidentally the ‘we’ refers to my father 
and myself. We plan to have a herd of 
around twenty-five cows—but it may tum 
out to be a larger herd.

complished by some additional top females 
purchases, and by the natural increase from 
the cows. Let’s hope that our breed keeps 
going forward in as large, or larger, strides 
than it has in the last few years.”

plainly written article on these phases of 
breeding would be of immense value to 
countless owners of cattle. (Editor’s note: 
Page 28 of the June 1946, JOURNAL gives 
about the best review of this subject we 
have seen in some time. Similar articles 
will appear in the near future). 

“An innovation that is quietly, but gradu- 
ally, creeping into critiques of shows is a 
mild attempt to express the reporter’s opin- 
ions of merits and faults of animals before 
the judge, occasionally venturing remarks 
infering that the animal in second or third 
place might have been placed on top. This 
is very refreshing and the absolute right 
of a reporter of exhibition classes. I would 
welcome even more outspoken opinions. 
Good luck to you, sir, and to your boldly- 
written paper.” 


“DAIRY DODDIES” 

Ralph Meade, of Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, 
sends a report on an Aberdeen-Angus herd 
near lowa City, Iowa, that is making quite 
a record in dairy circles. While neither Mr. 
Meade, nor the JOURNAL, has any desire 
to start a “Milking Aberdeen-Angus” strain 
the fact remains that a good Doddie cow is 
tops among the beef breeds in the produc- 
tion of milk. Because of this she weans 
her calves at heavier weights. 

“Milford Breese in Union township; four 
miles southwest of Iowa City, not only pro- 
duces excellent Aberdeen-Angus beef but 
also runs a profitable dairy business with 
the same herd. Mr. Breese, who has milk- 
ed Aberdeen-Angus cows for twenty-five 
years, says he knows of no other farmer 
who makes the breed do double duty. 

“Generally he puts two calves on a cow. 
Thus, half the herd can be milked as soon 
as they freshen. Near weaning time he in- 
creases the calves per cow, sometimes up 
to four. 

“At the present time he is milking twelve 
cows and is getting about thirty gallons a 
day. His creamery check averages about 
$200.00 a month. On the Chicago market 
last winter he marketed fifteen head of 
Aberdeen-Angus yearlings from these cows

Better Land Getting Better, Says Soils Man 


clude legumes in the rotation can be 

expected, over a period of years, to 
reduce corn yields from thirty to fifty per 
cent. The addition of red clover to the corn 
and oats rotation can be expected to hold 
corn yields at fairly high and consistent 
levels. But with the addition of manure, 
limestone and phosphate to the legume rota- 
tion constantly increasing corn yields can 
be anticipated. These are the statements of 
F, C. Bauer, of the soils department of the 
University of Illinois, drawing on the rec- 
ords of seventy-one years of cropping on 
the famous Morrow test plots at the school. 


Limits of improvement in crop yields 
through the growing of legumes and the 
addition of fertility have yet to be reached, 
Bauer points out, showing that in 1946 corn 
yields on Morrow test plots reached the 
highest levels in the nearly three-quarters 
of a century of production records. The 
maximum yield of 121 bushels of corn per 
acre on land that was properly handled was 
twenty-one bushels per acre above the pre- 
vious hirh mark, established in 1948 ans 
twenty-seven bushels more than in 1907, 
the second high year. 

While the 1946 record was due in part to 
an unusually favorahie growing year with 
adequate moisture at critical periods the
